Federal  budget 

Reagan  plans  cut 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Members  of  the  House 
Budget  Committee  began  examining  specific  ways  to 
chop  federal  spending  Tuesday  as  a  Reagan  administra¬ 
tion  list  proposing  major  cuts  in  social  programs  cir¬ 
culated  through  Congress. 

Even  as  government  officials  were  talking  about 
budget  trimming,  the  House  Ways  and  Means  Commit¬ 
tee  voted  to  raise  the  national  debt  limit  to  finance  the 
current  budget  deficit,  estimated  to  top  $55  billion  in 
1981. 

At  the  same  time,  big  city  mayors  and  black  con¬ 
gressional  leaders  visited  President  Reagan  in  hopes  of 
protecting  urban  and  social  aid  programs  from  sharp 
reductions.  However,  the  mayors  said  later  that  Reagan 
told  them  his  drive  to  prune  federal  spending  will  mean 
deep  cuts  in  urban  aid  and  major  changes  in  a  program 
that  provides  funds  to  areas  hit  by  recession. 

In  urging  the  increase  in  the  debt  limit,  Treasury 
Secretary  Donald  T.  Regan  and  Budget  Director  David 
A.  Stockman  told  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  that 
government  debt  is  expected  to  reach  the  current  limit 
of  $935.1  billion  within  a  few  days.  The  panel  agreed  to 
raise  the  ceiling  $50  billion. 

Stockman  called  the  request  “unappetizing”  but 
necessary,  noting  that  failure  to  raise  the  limit  would 
mean  the  government  would  lose  its  borrowing 
authority. 

As  the  House  Budget  Committee  began  examining 
ways  to  slice  the  budget,  the  chairman  of  the  panel.  Rep. 


James  R.  Jones,  D-Okla.,  told  his  colleagues,  “We  begin 
what  may  well  turn  out  to  be  the  most  painful  political 
process  through  which  any  of  us  will  ever  go.” 

Facing  the  committee  were  105  suggestions  from  con¬ 
gressional  economists  on  how  to  cut  billions  of  dollars 
from  the  budget  and  increase  revenues. 

“We  leave  behind  the  easy  talk  and  get  down  in  the 
trenches  with  105  specific  items,  every  one  of  which  will 
do  some  damage  to  some  people  somewhere,”  Jones 
said. 

Meanwhile,  details  of  some  of  the  administration’s 
own  tentative  proposals  for  slashing  billions  of  dollars 
from  federal  programs  surfaced  Tuesday. 

The  targets  for  possible  trimming  included  Social 
Security,  import-related  unemployment  benefits,  exten¬ 
ded  jobless  benefits,  Medicaid,  food  stamps,  public  ser¬ 
vice  jobs,  farm-related  loans  and  energy  development 
subsidies. 

The  proposed  “hit  list”  was  drafted  by  budget  direc¬ 
tor  Stockman  for  consideration  by  Republican  leaders  in 
Congress,  which  must  ultimately  approve  any  budget 
changes. 

Administration  officials  have  cautioned  that 
Stockman’s  list  has  not  been  approved  by  the  president, 
and  that  a  final  package  of  proposed  spending  cuts  will 
not  be  completed  for  at  least  another  two  weeks. 

Reagan  said  in  an  interview  Monday  that  he  still  aims 
to  fulfill  a  campaign  pledge  to  cut  the  current  budget  2 
percent,  or  about  $13  billion  to  $14  billion.

ill  i.  Laceto  said.  “We  do  have  other  people  who  are 
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volunteers.  They  go  through  an  orientation  like  the  stu¬ 
dents,  but  are  not  evaluated  for  a  grade.” 

Within  the  school,  volunteers  work  directly  with  the 
children,  aged  5  through  21.  In  the  nearby  LDS 
seminary  school  for  teenage  children,  volunteers  put 
together  various  educational  materials  the  children  use, 
but  they  do  not  teach  the  children.  More  volunteers  are 
needed  for  the  seminary  program,  said  director  Fred 
Oliver. 

According  to  Mrs.  Laceto,  every  child  has  his  own 
program.  The  children  may  be  in  the  same  class 
together,  but  each  teacher  evaluates  and  determines 
what  goals  each  child  needs  to  accomplish. 

“When  the  students  start  getting  into  upper  division 
classes,  they  become  the  children’s  teachers  for  20- 
minute  sessions,”  Mrs.  Laceto  said.  “It  is  up  to  the  stu¬ 
dent  to  structure  his  class  time  to  the  students’  needs 
and  to  define  goals  for  the  children.” 

Sessions  include  communicative  disorders  and 
behavioral  management.  The  children  are  also  involved 
with  adaptive  aquatics  at  the  Richards  Building  pool  on 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  mornings. 


$6,800  gem  swapped  for  fake 


A  fake  diamond  was  switched  for 
a  diamond  valued  at  $6,800  by  a 
couple  at  Schubach  Jewelers  in  Un¬ 
iversity  Mall  Monday  night,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Orem  police  officials. 

Officer  Clark  Christensen  said  the 
couple  requested  a  Schubach’s  em¬ 
ployee  to  show  a  loose  diamond  in  a 
pressure  release  ring.  The  clerk  tur¬ 
ned  her  back  for  a  moment  and 
when  she  turned  back,  “the  male 
made  a  furtive  move  toward  his 
pocket,”  Christensen  said. 

The  employee  told  police  she 
believed  the  man,  who  left  im¬ 
mediately  with  the  woman, 
switched  the  real  diamond  with  a 
fake. 

The  employee  reported  the  inci¬ 


dent  tb  the  store  manager,  Steve

stone  and  determine  if  it  was  a  fake, 
Christensen  said. 

According  to  Christensen,  the 
stone  weighed  twice  as  much  as  it 
should  have.

Detective  Bruce  Wilkins  visited 
Bullock  and  Losee,  Zales,  ZCMI 
and  Keepsake  after  the  theft.  He 
said  apparently  the  couple  had 
visited  the  other  stores  earlier,  but 
no  other  thefts  were  reported. 

“All  the  clerks  involved  gave 
similar  descriptions  of  the  couple,” 
Wilkins  said. 


Chris  Bramhall,  a  ZCMI  em¬ 
ployee,  said  a  couple  matching  the 
description  of  the  suspects  wanted 
to  look  at  diamonds  that  cost  about 
$6,000.  She  added,  “I  thought  it 
strange  for  a  young  couple  to  want 
to  spend  so  much.”

Kania  claimed  that  the  strike  in 
Bielsko  Biala,  to  back  worker  de¬ 
mands  for  firing  local  officials, 
had  cost  the  economy  the 
equivalent  of  $70  million  during 
eight  days. 

Labor  unrest  continued  in  the 
towns  of  Bielsko  Biala,  Rzeszow, 
Ustrzyki  Dolne  and  Jelenia  Gora. 

The  issue  of  registration  of 
Rural  Solidarity  was  to  be  dis¬ 
cussed  again  Wednesday  by  a 
government  group  headed  by 
Agriculture  Minister  Andrzej 
Kacala. 

Some  observers  predicted  that 
continued  refusal  by  the  govern¬ 
ment  to  register  Rural  Solidarity 
might  result  in  a  general  warning 
strike.

Duke  says  'no'  to  pep  squad

A  proposal  allowing  $7,000  in  stu¬ 
dent  funds  to  be  used  to  transport 
the  cheerleading  squad  to  the  Un¬ 
iversity  of  Hawaii-BYU  basketball 
game  has  created  controversy  at 
ASBYU. 

Jeff  Duke,  ASBYU  president, 
said  he  vetoed  the  proposal,  which 
would  have  allowed  the  pep  squad 
to  use  ASBYU  funds  to  attend  the 
BYU-University  of  Hawaii  basket¬ 
ball  game  in  Honolulu  Feb.  12. 

“My  personal  feelings  are  that 
this  is  not  a  wise  use  of  tithing 
dollars,”  Duke  said.  “There  are 
many  ways  in  which  the  funds  could 
be  better  used.  The  $7,000  is  a  lot  of 
money.  I’d  like  to  see  more  people 
benefit  from  it.” 

Jeff  Andrus,  a  yell  leader  with  the 
squad,  said  the  money  had  already 
been  allocated  to  the  squad. 

“At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we 
received  a  certain  amount,  of  money 
for  the  cheer  squad,”  Andrus  said. 
“We  were  told  the  athletics  vice 
president  controlled  that  money. 

“We  were  hoping  to  go  to  Hawaii, 
so  we  sacrificed  some  other  events  to 
have  enough  money.  It’s  our  money 
and  there’s  no  reason  for  ASBYU  to 
veto  its  use.” 

Duke  said  he  had  reasons  other 
than  financial  for  denying  funds  for 
travel  to  Hawaii. 

“The  Uiliversity  of  Hawaii  pep 
squad  didn’t  come  here  when  their 
team  played  us,”  he  said. 

“When  Hawaii  was  admitted  to 
the  WAC,  an  agreement  was  made 
with  BYU  that  travel  expenses 
would  be  reimbursed,”  Duke  said. 
“The  reimbursement  could  be 
direct  or  by  allowing  an  additional 
home  game  to  bring  in  money.” 

Duke  said  he  felt  granting  permis¬ 
sion  and  funding  for  the  trip  would 
be  a  misuse  of  the  responsibilty  en¬ 
trusted  to  him  by  BYU’s  ad¬ 
ministration. 

Andrus  said  members  of  the 
squad  felt  they  deserved  to  go. 

“We  put  in  a  lot  of  practice,  just 


as  much  as  any  athletic  team  on 
campus,”  he  said.  “It  is  a  WAC 
game  and  we  always  thought  the 
Hawaii  trip  was  one  of  the  benefits 
of  being  on  the  squad.” 

The  squad  appealed  the  decision 
to  President  Holland,  who,  Andrus 
said,  approved  the  idea. 

Duke  said  he  received  support  for 
his  position  when  he  spoke  with 
Holland. 

W.  Rolfe  Kerr,  executive  vice 
president  of  BYU,  said  Holland  did 
not  take  a  stand  on  the  issue. 

“President  Holland  didn’t 'enter 
into  the  discussion,”  Kerr  said.  “He 
made  it  clear  that  whatever  ASBYU 
decided  he  would  support,  but  that 
it  was  not  an  administrative  deci¬ 
sion.” 

Duke’s  veto  is  not  necessarily  the 
last  word  on  the  subject. 

“If  two-thirds  of  the  executive 
council  - signs  a  petition,  they  can 
override  the  veto,”  Duke  said.  He 
added  that  he  did  not  expect  that  to 
happen. 

Andrus  said  Alan  Knight, 
ASBYU  athletics  vice  president, 
had  received  enough  support  to 
override  a  veto. 

To  avoid  future  conflict  on  this 
subject,  Duke  said,  a  proposal  has 
been  written. 

“President  Holland  recommen¬ 
ded  a  policy  be  drawn  up  that  would 
define  the  perimeters  of  pep  squad 
travel,”  Duke  said.  “I  had  already 
drafted  a  proposal  and  submitted  it 
to  the  dean  of  student  life.” 

The  proposal  allows  funding  for 
the  pep  squad  to  travel  with  the 
team  to  all  away  football  games  in 
the  continental  United  States.  It 
allows  funds  for  travel  to  all 
Western  Athletic  Conference  games 
in  the  continental  United  States 
and  in-state  games  played  by  the 
basketball  team. 

Traveling  expenses  to  post-season 
bowl  games  are  provided  by  the 
bowls. 

Duke  said  the  policy  is  necessary 
because  the  question  comes  up 
every  year.

JERUSALEM  (AP)  —  Religious  Affairs 
Minister  Aharon  Abu-Hatzeira  pleaded  innocent 
to  bribery  charges  Tuesday  at  the  opening  of  a 
trial  that  could  become  a  political  campaign 
issue  in  Israel’s  June  election. 

It  was  the  first  time  in  Israel’s  32-year  history  a 
Cabinet  minister  had  gone  on  trial.  Coming  at 
the  outset  of  what  promises  to  be  a  bitterly 
fought  election  campaign,  the  trial  could  further 
damage  Prime  Minister  Menachem  Begin’s 
coalition  government. 

Abu-Hatzeira  belongs  to  the  National 
Religious  Party,  a  small  but  powerful  party  that 
has  been  the  key  partner  in  almost  every  coali¬ 
tion  government  to  rule  Israel.  It  is  likely  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  play  that  role  after  the  election,  but 
there  is  no  telling  how  seriously  the  Abu-Hatzeira 
trial  may  weaken  the  party’s  electoral  appeal. 


Outside  the  Jerusalem  District  Court  building, 
Abu-Hatzeira’s  supporters,  many  from  the 
Moroccan  Jewish  community  in  which  he  is  a 
leading  figure,  demonstrated  noisily,  chanting 
his  name. 

Meanwhile,  the  Law  Committee  of  Parliament 
set  June  30  as  the  date  for  national  elections,  a 
week  earlier  than  the  government  had  originally 
proposed.  The  change,  a  compromise  between 
Begin  and  the  opposition  Labor  Party,  which 
wanted  an  earlier  date,  was  expected  to  be 
ratified  this  week  or  next  by  Parliament. 

The  government  has  been  eager  to  get  Abu- 
Hatzeira’s  trial  finished  as  fast  as  possible,  partly 
to  spare  him  a  lengthy  ordeal  and  partly  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  scandal  from  turning  into  a  major  cam¬ 
paign  issue. 

Abu-Hatzeira  also  served  notice  that  he  wan¬ 
ted  a  quick  trial.  At  the  opening  session  his 


lawyer  quickly  blocked  an  attempt  by  the  attor¬ 
ney  of  a  co-defendant  to  postpone  proceedings  on 
a  technicality.  Judge  Asher  Landau,  president  of 
the  three-judge  court,  ordered  morning  sessions 
five  days  a  week  with  afternoon  sessions  added  on 
three  days  a  week. 

Testimony  will  be  heard  beginning  Feb.  15,  as 
Tuesday’s  session  was  only  to  read  the  charges 
and  enter  pleas. 

Abu-Hatzeira  and  his  aide,  Moshe  Gabbai,  are 
accused  of  taking  about  $19,000  in  bribes  on 
three  different  occasions  in  1979  in  return  for  ap¬ 
proving  loans  and  grants  of  public  money  for 
Jewish  religious  institutions. 

Also  on  trial  are  diamond  dealer  Shmuel 
Daskel  and  Rabbi  Amram  Korach,  who  are 
alleged  to  have  paid  the  bribes. 

Abu-Hatzeira  insists  he  is  innocent,  a  victim  of 
what  he  calls  “a  political  libel.”

JOHANNESBURG,  South 
Africa  (AP)  —  Industrialist  Harry 
Oppenheimer,  chairman  of  the 
giant  Anglo  American  Corp.,  has 
warned  of  possible  revolution  in 
South  Africa  in  five  years  unless 
blacks  get  major  concessions.

There  is  a  “harmonious  balance 
of  the  references  to  the  two  sexes  in 
the  Gospels  ...  so  permeating  that 
few  who  have  grown  up  in  a  Chris¬ 
tian  culture  are  consciously  aware  of 
it,”  Mrs.  Manning  said. 

She  compared  Christian 
teachings  regarding  womanhood  to 
the  teachings  of  other  religions. 

To  be  born  a  male  is  the  highest 
state  in  Hinduism,  she  said.  To  be 
bom  a  woman  indicated  failure  in  a 
previous  life.  She  also  referred  to  a 
sign,  which  at  one  time  hung  out¬ 
side  many  Moslem  mosques,  which 
read,  “Women,  Dogs  and  Other  Im¬ 
pure  Animals  Not  Permitted.” 

“Even  an  orthodox  Jewish  man 
today  is  taught  to  thank  God  daily 
he  was  not  bom  a  woman,”  Mrs. 
Manning’  said. 

On  the  other  hand,  she  added, 
some  people  in  the  world  equate 
feminimity  with  service  and  think 
that  becoming  liberated  means 
women  should  no  longer  serve.

House  imposes  lid 


Students,  faculty,  staff  and  their 
spouses  are  invited  to  attend  the 
conference  at  no  charge,  provided 
they  have  a  current  BYU  Activity 
Card. 


After  nearly  five  hours  of  debate, 
the  Utah  House  voted  late  Tuesday 
afternoon  to  put  a  spending  lid  on 
state  and  local  government. 

In  Senate  action,  lawmakers  took 
steps  to  crack  down  on  those  driving 
without  insurance. 

The  state  spending  limit,  ac¬ 
cording  to  House  Bill  60,  would  be 
arrived  at  by  dividing  the  personal 
income  of  the  state  by  its  population 
and  taking  95  percent  of  that  num¬ 
ber. 

The  major  part  of  the  debate  cen¬ 
tered  around  whether  the  ceiling 
should  include  local  governments. 

Rep.  Rob  Bishop,  R-Box  Elder, 
and  others  urged  House  members  to 
let  the  local  government  decide  tax 
limitations  for  themselves  since 
they  are  closer  to  the  people. 

He  encouraged  the  lawmakers  not 
to  establish  a  mandatory  limit' but 
allow  the  local  people  to  vote  on  a 
ceiling  if  they  want  one. 

Rep.  Gary  Brockbank,  R-Salt 
Lake,  said  the  cities  and  counties 
are  a  creation  of  the  state  and 
should  be  governed  by  the  same 


His  version  of  the  bill  allows  the 
local  governments  to  exceed  the 
state  imposed  limit  but  not  without 
a  vote  of  the  people. 

“My  goal  is  clear  and  simple:  to 
limit  the  encroachment  of  taxes  on 
the  people  of  this  state,”  said 
Brockbank.  “This  bill  is  not 
everything- all  of  us  want,  but  the 
alternative  is  the  continual  erosion 
of  our  personal  income.”  -V 
Attempts  to  turn  the  details  of 
local  tax  limitation  over  to  cities, 
counties  and  school  districts  failed 
as  did  an  attempt  to  repeal  tax 


limitation  altogether. 

Rep.  Jeff  Fox,  D-Salt  Lake,  and 
other  Democrats  spoke  against  tax 
limitation  as  a  coverup  of  the  state’s 
real  problem  of  tax  inequality. 

“Tax  reform  is  the  solution,  not 
tax  limitation.  This  bill  is  a  sham.  It 
tries  to  cover  up  tax  problems  by 
putting  a  limit  on  them,”  Fox  said. 

The  bill  passed  43-28  and  will  be 
referred  to  the  Senate. 

The  Senate  gave  preliminary  ap¬ 
proval  to  a  bill  sponsored  by  Sen. 
Kay  Cornaby,  R-Salt  Lake,  which 
would  give  the  Department  of 
Motor  Vehicles  power  to  enforce  the 
state  insurance  requirement. 

The  bill  would  give  the  DMV 
power  to  pull  the  license  plates, 
revoke  the  license  and  fine  owners 
and  drivers  of  vehicles  not  carrying 
no-fault  insurance. 

Cornaby  said  there  are  estimates 
which  predict  half  the  registered 
vehicles  do  not  have  the  insurance. 
He  said  the  courts,  in  the  past,  have 
let  the  issue  go  if  the  person  simply 
agreed  to  obtain  insurance. 

In  other  Senate  debate,  the 
legislators  advanced  a  bill  which 
would  remove  the  18  percent  ceiling 
on  revolving  charge  accounts  such 
as  those  obtained  at  Sears  or  ZCMI 
stores. 

Sen.  Richard  Carling,  R-Salt 
Lake,  said  currently  most  stores 
cannot  borrow  money  for  credit  pur¬ 
poses  for  less  than  18  percent  and 
thus  are  losing  money  on  charge  ac¬ 
counts. 

He  said  the  real  danger  is  that  the 
loss  is  made  up  by  charging  higher 
retail  prices  for  merchandise  and 
making  the  person  pay  cash  to  sub¬ 
sidize  the  credit  consumer.

The  addition  is  progressing  on 
ihedule  and  is  expected  to  be  completed 
July  1. 


EL  WC  construction 
stays  on  schedule 

Construction  on  the  addition  to  the  Wilkinson 
Center  is  on  schedule  and  is  expected  to  meet  a 
July  1  completion  date,  construction  supervisors 
said. 

Project  superintendent  Kay  Lewis  said 
finishing  work  on  the  addition  began  more  than 
two  weeks  ago  with  the  hanging  of  sheetrock.  Pro¬ 
ject  manager  John  Wallace  said  50  percent  of  the 
sheetrock  has  been  installed  and  the  walls  are 
basically  complete. 

A1  Nelson,  BYU  assistant  construction 
engineer,  said  the  structural  style  is  exactly  the 
same  as  the  old  building. 

Nelson  said  some  new  types  of  materials  were 
used  in  the  addition  because  corresponding  ones 
in  the  original  building  are  no  longer  being 
manufactured. 

Lewis  said  the  floors  of  the  structure  are  made 
of  pre-cast  double  T-beams,  70  feet  long  and  8 
feet  wide.  The  beams  are  freighted  to  BYU  from 
Salt  Lake  City  so  mfsn  and  equipment  would  not 
be  needed  to  cast  the  floors  on  the  site. 

This  procedure  was  used  to  conserve  limited 
space  existing  between  the  Wilkinson  Center  and 
other  buildings  in  close  proximity  to  it,  Lewis 
said.  It  also  made  possible  uninterrupted  services 
to  the  dock  area  located  underneath  the  addition 
while  it  was  under  construction,  he  said. 

“Because  of  services  provided  for  food  and 
books,  the  architect  had  to  choose  a  system  that 
would  not  interfere,”  Wallace  said.  Both  BYU 
and  construction  personnel  agreed  the  system 
has  accomplished  this  and  has  worked  efficien¬ 
tly. 

The  addition  will  probably  be  connected  to  the 
university’s  water  heating  and  cooling  system 
next  week,  Wallace  said.

His  apartment  is  a  living 
Cougarmania  museum  —  from  the  blue,  hand- 
painted  Cougar  logo  on  the  shower  curtain  to  his 
collection  of  mini-basketballs  thrown  out  at 
every  home  game.  His  room  is  literally 
wallpapered  with  the  BYU  basketball  poster- 
schedules. 

Besides  being  BYU’s  superfan,  Reeve  wears 
another  title.  He  is  the  president  and  co-founder 
of  the  People’s  Front  of  Provo  (PFOP). 

For  example,  each  week,  the  PFOP  selects  a 
player  of  the  game  and  awards  him  a  genuine  cer¬ 
tificate,  documenting  the  fact.  KSL  sportscaster 
Paul  James  announces  the  results  of  their 
balloting  over  the  air  after  each  game. 

From  its  initial  charter  membership  of  two,  the 
group  has  grown  to  about  30.  “There  are  PFOP 
members  everywhere,”  laughs  Reeve.  The  only 
requirement  for  membership  in  the  elite 
organization  is  “you’ve  just  got  to  be  a  diehard  — 
willing  to  go  to  any  length  to  insure  Cougar  vic¬ 
tory.” 

Besides  working  with  the  yell  leaders  to 
generate  enthusiasm  at  games,  the  PFOP  has 
helped  with  line  control  at  the  ticket  distribu¬ 
tions,  and  worked  at  the  Alumni  House  on  last 
semester’s  Telefund  project. 

The  group  also  decorated  the  team’s  locker 
room  in  the  Marriott  Center  prior  to  last  week’s 
game  with  Utah,  and  provided  the  football  team 


with  stickers,  for  their  helmets,  that  said  “Kill- 
the-U.” 

Reeve  explains  that  the  line  for  basketball 
tickets  starts  at  6  a.m.  the  day  before  tlje  game, 
when  the  Marriott  Center  doors  are  opened.  “We 
usually  get  there  about  two  or  three  hours  before 
they  open  the  doors.  They  don’t  have  a  seat  check 
until  about  9,  so  we  just  roll  out  the  sleeping  bags 
and  sleep  for  a  couple  of  hours,”  said  the  PFOP 
president,  who  waits  with  fellow  stalwarts  Knute 
and  Kyle  Christensen  and  Dan  Nakai. 

“It’s  just  amazing  how  I’ve  managed  to  end  up 
on  the  front  row  for  every  game  for  the  last  two 
years,”  said  Reeve.  He  explains  there  have  been 
times  when  determined  freshmen  from  Deseret 
Towers  have  beaten  PFOP  members  in  line  and 
garnered  the  choice  seats.  But  somehow, 
someone  has  always  traded  tickets  with  the  pep 
group  so  the  members  wound  up  either  on  the

Coupon  savers 
miss  big  deal

The  couples  who  buy  an  extra  Thursday  paper 
just  for  the  coupons  should  fill  the  house  at  every 
BYU  production.  Why?  Because  they  will  never 
get  a  better  deal  for  their  entertainment  money. 

Almost  every  play  or  musical  program 
scheduled  at  BYU,  except  for  visiting  rock  con¬ 
certs,  costs  less  than  a  movie  —  even  at  Mann’s 
discount  prices  and  even  forgetting  the  popcorn. 
Yet  couples  over  50  years  old  continue  to 
dominate  the  audiences  of  BYU’s  major  plays, 
operas  and  ballets. 

Opening  night  of  “Peer  Gynt”sold  out  quickly 
to  a  definite  majority  of  non-students.  The  Utah 
Symphony  sold  out  quickly  to  faculty  and  off- 
campus  people,  perhaps  because  students  objec¬ 
ted  to  the  $4  ticket  price,  Concert  Manager  Ken 
Crossley  arranged  for  a  matinee  performance  to 
give  BYU  students  another  opportunity  to  at¬ 
tend. 

“But  students  did  not  buy  those  tickets 
either,”  Crossley  said,  and  the  matinee  was  not  a 
sellout. 

Why  don’t  we  pack  the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center 
at  every  major  performance? 

Is  it  lack  of  motivation?  I  doubt  it.  Students 
express  a  large  interest  in  the  fine  arts  on 
campus,  they  read  reviews,  often  express  a  desire 
to  attend  live  performances  and  the  older  a  stu¬ 
dent  becomes,  the  more  chance  he  has  of  knowing 
a  friend  in  a  Y  production. 

Crossley  suggests  the  problem  may  lie  in  the 
school’s  philosophy  that  quality  entertainment 
be  affordable  for  everyone.  Do  students  believe 
no  high-caliber  artistry  would  actually  sell  for  $1 
a  ticket? 

Perhaps  the  academic  faculty  should  worry 
more  that  deflated  prices  may  develop  un¬ 
realistic  ideas  about  the  worthlessness  of  live  en¬ 
tertainment  than  that  inflated  grades  may  hurt 
students  entering  the  job  market. 

Still,  any  student  who  has  seen  a  Y  production 
should  know  better.  Ask  a  friend  from  Las  Vegas, 
Nev.,  how  he  would  rate  the  Y’s  performances 
with  the  shows  on  “the  strip.”  As  far  as  talent  (of 
course  not  professional  effects),  the  Young  Am¬ 
bassadors  have  more  than  Wayne  Newton,  the 
longest  running  star  there.  And  Synthesis  could 
outdo  even  the  former  MGM  Grand’s  lounge- 
show  band. 

Last  year’s  Osmond  Concert  in  the  monstrous 
Marriott  Center  still  overshadowed  the  family’s 
show  in  the  more  intimate  and  much  more  costly 
engagement  at  the  Las  Vegas  Hilton. 

I  don’t  recommend  seeing  all  BYU’s  live 
•reductions  for  first  dates  (the  setting  in  a  Harris 
i'ine  Arts  Center  theater,  for  instance,  is  formal 
and  reserved  —not  always  the  right  atmosphere 
for  dates  to  get  to  know  each  other  better). 

But  any  couple  familiar  with  each  other’s

Lamanite  Generation  begins 
second  decade  of  touring

1981  marks  the  10-year  anniversary  of  the 
Lamanite  Generation  performing  group. 

Janie  Thompson,  the  group’s  director  and 
musical  coordinator,  organized  the  group.  With 
eyes  twinkling,  she  discussed  the  changes  that 
have  taken  place  during  the  group’s  decade  of  ex¬ 
perience. 

“It  all  started  with  a  request  from  Dale  Tingey, 
who  was  serving  as  president  of  the  Southwest  In¬ 
dian  Mission,”  Miss  Thompson  said.  “In  March 
1971  he  requested  a  four-week  show  for  the  mis¬ 
sion.  This  was  the  first  time  that  we  had  more  In¬ 
dian  kids  in  a  show  than  white  kids. 

“But,  since  we  still  didn’t  have  enough  Indians 
to  put  together  a  whole  show,  six  talented  white 
kids  augmented  it.  The  mission  gave  it  the  name 
‘Lamanite  Generation,’  and  this  was  our  very 
first  Indian  show.” 

When  Miss  Thompson  came  back  from  a  10- 
week  tour  with  the  Young  Ambassadors,  Tingey 
and  Danny  Stuart,  a  missionary,  asked  her  to  put 
together  another  show  for  the  summer.  Miss 
Thompson  said  Stuart  was  the  sparkplug  behind 
getting  all  the  performers  together. 

“This  time,  Danny  got  a  full  Lamanite  cast. 
We  had  two  Polynesians,  one  Mexican  and  the 
rest  all  Indians,”  Miss  Thompson  said.  “It  really 
wasn’t  a  mission  show  this  time  and  it  wasn’t  a 
BYU  show,  though  the  kids  were  from  BYU. 

“I  requested  that  the  talent  come  to  BYU  for  a 
week  so  I  could  work  with  them  here,”  Miss 
Thompson  said.  “In  one  week’s  time  we  put  a 
show  together.  That  is  a  very  difficult  thing  to  do 
even  for  experienced  kids.  The  Lord  sent  us  ex¬ 
cellent  talent.  He  knew  we  had  to  have  it.  We  got 
together  on  July  12,  and  put  on  our  first  show  on 
July  19.” 

Tour  hard 

According  to  Miss  Thompson,  the  tour  was  not 
a  pleasure  trip.  “I  traveled  from  Provo  to 
Holbrook,  Ariz.,  in  the  back  of  a  pickup  truck.
